Indian women and children departed 
from tho Air Station and he and other Marshals waited an 
hour until 6:00 A.M., before entering the theater building 
located within the United States Naval Air Station. 


The door to the theater where he entered was locked 
and it was necessary to break in the door to gain entry. 

After entering the theater, he, along with the other Marshals, 
searched the basement, first and second floors, and no Indians 
were found* 


Some of the Marshals proceeded up the stairs from 
the second floor to a projection room and he was assigned 
to 3 tay on the stairs leading up to the projection room. 

The projection room was locked and barricaded and it was
